Report  of  Road  Commissioners 


COMMISSIONER  FOR  THE  EAST  SIDE 

At  the  March  meeting  in  1916  three  thousand  dol- 
lars ($3,000)  was  appropriated  for  highways  in  sum- 
mer. 

The  1915  appropriation  was  overdrawn  by  four 
hundred  ten  dollars  and  eight}'  cents  ($410.80).  This 
sum  was  deducted  leaving  two  thousand  five  hundred 
eighty-nine  dollars  and  twenty  cents  ($2,589.20.) 

Of  this  sum  the  East  side  was  allowed  one-half. 
During  the  spring  we  planed  most  of  the  roads,  turn- 
piked  several  miles  and  rebuilt  twelve  culverts. 

We  have  built  permanent  road  as  follows :  on  the 
road  leading  from  H.  C.  Lord's  to  Little  River;  on  the 
road  leading  from  H.  B.  Gerrish's  to  East  Lebanon, 
on  the  Hayes  Hill,  on  the  Chick  road  and  on  the  road 
leading  from  W.  E.  Noyes  to  Sanford — aggregating 
more  than  eighteen  hundred  feet  (1,800  ft). 

It  will  be  necessary  during  the  coming  year  to 
make  extensive  repairs  near  Acton  town  line  on  the 
road  leading  from  North  Lebanon  to  W.  L.  Goding's,  on 
the  Heath  road  near  the  bridge  and  in  several  other 
places. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  sum  of  three  thousand 
dollars  ($3,000)  be  raised  for  this  year. 

The  appropriation  for  bridges  was  five  hundred 
dollars  ($500)  and  the  East  Side  has  used  three  hund- 
red thirteen  dollars  and  seventy-four  cents  ($313.74). 
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We  have  new  planked  the  burnt  mill  bridge,  re- 
railed  and  partially  replanked  the  bridges  near  Eugene 
Lord's  and  put  new  stringers  in  the  larger  one;  new 
planked  and  railed  the  Plummer  Goodwin  bridge; 
new  planked  and  railed  the  school  house  bridge;  new 
stringered,  planked  and  partly  railed  the  Keay  bridge ; 
new  stringered,  planked  and  railed  Ford  bridge  and 
new  planked  the  Woodsum  bridge.  Some  other 
bridges  had  slight  repairs. 

There  will  be  need  of  as  much  money  this  year  as 
was  appropriated  last  year.

Report  of  Superintendent  of  Schools 


I  herein  submit  my  fifth  annual  report  of  the  con- 
dition of  the  schools  for  the  year  ending  February  1, 
1917.  We  are  employing  eighteen  teachers  which  is 
the  same  number  that  we  employed  in  the  year  1916. 
We  have  ten  teachers  with  normal  school  training  and 
five  teachers  nearly  all  of  whom  have  had  more  than  one 
year  of  experience  in  teaching.  I  have  naught  but  the 
highest  praise  for  my  teachers  because  they  are  work- 
ing shoulder  to  shoulder  with  me  to  make  the  schools 
of  Lebanon  successful. 

The  regular  school  work  is  going  along  very  well. 
There  are  different  degrees  of  progress  in  the  different 
schools  as  there  are  and  always  will  be  in  individuals. 
I  find  that  the  pupils  who  are  making  the  most  rapid 
progress  in  their  work  are  those  who  attend  school 
regularly  and  who  are  always  on  time.  Parents,  if 
you  wish  to  help  to  make  your  children  successful  in 
life,  instil  into  them  the  importance  of  getting  to 
school  on  time  and  the  importance  of  learning  every 
day  every  lesson  well.  I  wish  that  every  school  child 
could  feel  as  a  little  fellow,  who  attends  one  of  our 
schools,  feels.  While  he  was  riding  along  with  me,  he 
said,  "I  tell  you,  my  parents  don't  have  to  drive  me  to 
school.  I  want  to  go,  because  I  want  to  get  in  every 
lesson  while  I  can." 

The  teacher  at  Prospect  Hill  School  has  four 
grades  this  year,  as  the  pupils  from  the  grammar 
grades  have  gone  to  the  graded  schools  of  Milton. 
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For  the  past  two  years  it  has  become  customary 
for  the  pupils  and  friends  to  purchase  musical  instru- 
ments for  the  good  of  the  several  schools  until  now  we 
have  throughout  the  different  schools  three  pianos  and 
five  organs.  Such  a  custom  has  done  much  good  in  the 
musical  line  for  oilr  pupils.  I  hope  that  in  two  years 
more  every  school  will  have  either  an  organ  or  a  piano. 
There  are  a  great  many  of  our  pupils  who  have  very 
good  musical  voices.  I  should  be  glad  to  see  a  music 
teacher  giving  music  lessons  in  our  schools  at  least  one 
day  in  every  two  weeks.  Not  a  great  many  years  ago 
we  used  to  have  a  singing  master  who  would  give  les- 
sons in  singing  a  certain  number  of  weeks  during  the 
year,  but  that  day,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  has  gone.  Why 
can  we  not  have  the  same  thing  taught  by  a  music 
teacher  ?  Think  it  over,  citizens,  and  let  us  have  your 
ideas  on  the  subject. 

For  sometime  the  question  has  arisen  how  we 
might  better  heat  our  school  houses  without  too  great 
an  expense.  The  state  has  given  us  two  hundred  ten 
dollars  out  of  the  equalization  fund  for  this  purpose. 
From  the  state  department  a  plan  of  a  jacketed  stove 
has  been  obtained.  With  this  kind  of  a  heating  ar- 
rangement, we  use  the  box  stove  we  already  have  but 
put  around  it  galvanized  sheet  iron  about  four  feet 
high.  Connected  with  this  sheet  iron  cylinder  there  is 
a  ten-inch  galvanized  sheet  iron  cold  air  pipe  which 
brings  fresh  air  from  outside  and  drives  the  heat  to  all 
parts  of  the  school  room.  A  register  to  take  out  the 
foul  air  is  set  into  the  chimney,  near  the  floor.  With 
this  arrangement  there  is  a  free  circulation  of  heat  and 
fresh  air  and  the  foul  air  is  passing  out  through  the 
register,  up  the  chimney  into  the  open  air.  This 
arrangement  is  not  only  a  better  way  of  heating  our 
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school  houses  but  also  a  better  way  of  ventilating  them. 
We  expect  to  put  this  system  of  heating  into  the  follow- 
ing schools,  namely  :  Baker  Grant,  North  Lebanon  Pri- 
mary, Center,  New  Road,  West  Lebanon  Primary  and 
Blaisdell  Corner 

The  work  in  the  high  schools  is  progressing  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner.  We  have  three  excellent 
teachers,  all  college  graduates  of  experience.  We  are 
doing  the  work  as  well  as  the  majority  of  small  high 
schools.  The  students  are  responding  to  their  work  in 
a  very  willing  way.  I  wish  that  more  parents  would 
see  the  necessity  of  their  children  obtaining  at  least  a 
high  school  education.  The  better  the  high  school  we 
have,  the  better  the  town  in  which  we  live.  Let  us  all 
join  hands  in  maintaining  a  high  school  in  our  town  and 
in  endeavoring  to  make  that  school  the  very  best  that 
it  is  possible  for  us  to  make  it. 

I  could  not  have  asked  for  better  support  than  I 
have  had  from  the  members  of  our  school  committee. 
They  have  stood  by  me  at  all  times  and  I  sincerely 
appreciate  their  support  and  thank  them  for  it.  I  do 
hope  that  the  time  has  come  when  the  members  of  our 
school  committee  may  be  called  upon  to  serve  more  than 
one  term.

REPAIRS 


The  repairs  that  have  been  made  this  year  are  only 
those  which  were  absolutely  necessary.  The  school 
committee  has  been  careful  to  keep  within  the  limits  of 
the  appropriation.  As  was  stated  last  year  it  would 
have  taken  about  six  hundred  dollars  to  have  made 
what  repairs  ought  to  have  been  made.  What  has  been 
done  has  been  done  well.  I  hope  that  five  hundred 
dollars  might  be  appropriated  this  year.  There  are 
two  school  houses  that  ought  to  have  new  floors.  There 
are  three  school  houses  that  will  have  to  have  new 
steps.  Quite  a  number  of  the  water  closets  need  re- 
pairing. For  these  repairs,  together  with  what 
shingling  and  painting  may  have  to  be  done  and  the 
minor  repairs  that  are  always  called  for,  I  am  sure  that 
five  hundred  dollars  will  not  be  too  much.  This  year 
we  have  received  two  hundred  ten  dollars  from  the 
Equalization  Fund  to  be  used  for  heating  and  ventila- 
tion. This  money  can  not  be  used  for  any  other  pur- 
pose than  that  which  the  state  superintendent  has 
specified.
